charges or receipts of the authority. The deeds of trust,
mortgages, indentures, or other agreements may contain the
BFOVISIOHS as may be customary in the_instruments, or, as the

oard may authorize, including, but without limitation,
provisions as to:

a. The construction, improvement, operation, leasing,
maintenance, and repair of the metropolitan facilities and
duties of the board with reference to the facilities.

b. The application of funds and the safeguarding and
investment of funds on hand or on deposit.

c. The appointment of consultin% engineers or architects
and approval % the holders of the bonds.

d. The rights and remedies of the trustee and the holders
of the bonds.

e. The terms and provisions of the bonds or the resolution
authorizing the issuance of the bonds.

5. Any of the bonds issued pursuant to this section are



negotiable instruments, and have all the qualities and
incidents of negotiable instruments and are exempt from state
taxation.

Sec. 142. Section 28E.17, subsection 3, Code 2007, is
amended to read as follows:

A city which is a party to a joint transit agenc
may issue general corporate purpose bonds for the support of a
capital program for the joint agency in the following manner:

4. Such moneys collected pursuant to the tax levy shall be
expended only for providing additional moneys needed for
unified law enforcement services in the district and shall be
in addition to the revenues raised in the county and cities in
the district from their general funds which are based upon an
average of revenues raised for law enforcement purposes by the
county or city for the three previous years. The amount of
revenues raised for law enforcement purposes by the county for
the three previous years shall be computed separately_ for_the
unincorporated portion of the district and for each city in
the district.

c. Witnesses may be summoned to appear and testify and be
examined before courts of inquiry, as provided for
courts=martial.

d. Courts of inquiry shall make findings of fact but ma
not express opinions or make recommendations unless require
to do so by the convening authority.

e. Each court of inquiry shall keep a record of its
proceedings, which shall be authenticated by the signatures of
the president and counsel for the court and forwarded to the
convening authority. If the record cannot be authenticated by
the president, it shall be signed by a member in lieu of the
president. |If the record cannot be authenticated by the
counsel for the court, it shall be signed by a member in lieu
of the counsel.

EXPLANATION

This bill makes Code changes and corrections that are
considered to be nonsubstantive and noncontroversial, in
addition to style changes. Changes made include updating or
correcting various names of and references to public and
private entities and funds, correcting internal Code and
subject matter references, and making various grammatical
corrections. The Code sections in which the technical,
grammatical, and other nonsubstantive changes are made include
all of the following:
